To Colombia and Venezuela, 


Expressing Regret at 
Their Imbroglio. 


AMERICA MIGHT SETTLE IT 


lf Asked by Both Parties, so the Com ­ 


munication 
Hinted— Hope Express­ 


ed That Isthmus Transit Would Not 


Be Menaced. 


W ashington, Sept. 4.—It is ascer­ 
tained that on Aug. 24. during Secre­ 
tary H ay’s recent visit to Washing- 
ti n, a telegraphic message was sent 
to the ministers at Caracas and Bo­ 
gota, directing them to inform the 
foreign secrtaries of Venezuela and 
Colombia of the distress with which 
the president had heard of the likeli­ 
hood of a disturbance of the relations 
between those two republics. 
Ad 
verting to the possibility of the influ 
ence of the United States being exert 
ed to compose the pending questions, 
I he ministers were dircted to say that 
while th relations of this government 
with both nations are equally inti­ 
m ate and friendly and every oppoi- 
tunity is taken to show the good will 
•we bear them, an ofter of th presi­ 
d e n t’s kindly offices to arrange any 
diffrences which may exist between 
Colombia and Venezuela would be in­ 
effective without the acquiescence of 
lo th . 
Nevertheless, inspired by the 
sentim ents which are common to all 
the govrnments of the American re 
publics, the United States would sin­ 
cerely deplore a breach of the amica­ 
ble relations that at this time happily 
exist between the sister nations of 
the western world, and would espe­ 
cially regret any action by either of 
'h em which might 
menace the se­ 
curity of transit across the Isthmus 
or the neutrality cf its territory and 
thereby constrain the government of 
the United States to consider its re- j 
sponsibilities and functions under ex­ 
isting treaty engagemnts with Colom­ 
bia.

The text of Mr. H ay’s telegram has 
not been made public. 
It Is under- 1 
stood that an acknowledgement of its 
receipt has been made by the Vene- ' 
zuelan government, but its purport 
lias not been made known, although !

D e a t h G u l c h . 
A ravine in the northeast corner of 
Yellowstone National park, in Wyo­ 
ming, is known by those living near by 
as Death gulch. 
Grcwaome as is the 
name, It Is exceedingly appropriate. It 
is a V shaped trench cut in the moun­ 
tainside and begins about 250 feet 
above Cache creek. 
Apparently 
It 
forms a natural shelter for the beasts 
of the forest, as food, water And shelter 
are there, but entrance to the gulch 
moans death to any animal, for the 
poisonous vapors th at rise out of the 
ravine are more deadly than the bullets 
of the huntsmen. 
For ages this death trap in the Rocky 
mountains lins probably been luring the 
inhabitants of the forest to their doom. 
With the rains of spring the bones of 
the dead of the preceding year are car­ 
ried down to the creek and the gulch 
cleared for th*' death harvest of tho 
summer aud winter. 
The geologists say tliat the lavas 
which till the ancient basin of the park 
nt this place rest upon Hie flanks of 
mountains formed of fragmentary vol­ 
canic ejects. 
Gaseous emanations are 
given out in great volume. These come, 
the scientists say, from deposits of al­ 
tered and crystalline travertine mixed 
with pools in the creek. 
Above these 
deposits the creek cots into a bank of 
sulphur. 
In tile bottom of the gully la 
a small stream sour with sulphuric 
acid. 
No wonder the poor anim als seeking 
sheller Iii the gulch meet dcuib there.

A ravine in the northeast corner of 
Yellowstone N ational park, In YVyo- 
rning, is know u by those living near by 
as D eath gulch. 
Grewsom e as Is the 
name, It Is exceedingly appropriate. 
It 
is a \ ’ shaped trench cut in th e m oun­ 
tainside aud begins about 250 feet 
above 
Cache 
creek. 
Apparently 
It 
form s a n atural shelter for the beasts 
of th e forest, as food, w ater rind shelter 
are there, but entrance to the gulch 
moans death to any anim al, for the 
poisonous vapors th a t rise out of the 
ravine arc more deadly than the bullets 
of the huntsm en. 
For ages this death trap in the Rocky 
absence m ountains has probably been luring the 
1 Inhabitants of the forest to their doom. 
Wit Ii the rains of Kitling the bones of 
the dead of the preceding year are c a r­ 
ried dow n to the creek and the gulch 
cleared for the death harvest of the 
sum m er and winter. 
The geologists say th a t the lavas 
which till the ancient basin of the park 
at this place rest upon the flanks of 
m ountains formed of fragm entary vol­ 
canic ejects. 
G aseous em anations are 
given out in great volume. These come, 
the scientists say, from deposits of al­ 
tered and crystalline travertine mixed 
with pools in tile creek. 
Above these 
deposits tile creek cuts into a bauk of 
sulphur. 
In tile bottom of the gully is 
a small stream sour with sulphuric 
acid. 
No wonder the poor anim als seeking 
shelter in the gulch meet death there.

enhagen is correct, the United States 
will soon add four islands to its al­ 
ready extensive 
insular 
possessions. 
The Danish West Indies, which it is 
said this government Is about to pur­ 
chase, are c hiefly valuable as a naval 
base and are of little commercial im­ 
portance. Indeed, statistics prove that 
their commerce has been steadily de­ 
clining for some years and last year 
amounted to only $2,000,000 for the 
entire group. 
The four islands are 
St. Thomas, St. John, St. Croix and 
St. Eustatius, the latter having an 
area of only seven square miles. 
The 
largest of the islands, St. Croix, 
or 
Santa Cruz, has un area of 74 square 
miles, while St. Thomas and St. .John i 
are 23 and 21 square miles in area re- 
speetively. 
The inhabitants are chief­ 
ly negroes, who are engaged in the 
cultivation of sugar, and the total pop 
ulation is less than 35,000. 
The har­ 
bor of St. Thomas is regarded as the 
best in the VV’est Indies and the acqui­ 
sition of this island has been Advocated 
by American statesmen for years. 
It 
Is far better that the islands, being on 
the market, should come into posses­ 
sion of the United States, than to be 
purchased by some 
foreign 
power. 
They will add greatly to our strength 
in the West 
Indies. 
St. 
Thomas, 
where it is proposed to establish a 
naval station, commands the passage 
between that island and Porto Rico, 
and the United States has only to 
establish naval stations on the coasts 
of Cuba and Porto Rico to command 
all the 
principal passages 
through 
the W est Indies to the Caribbean sea 
and the proposed 
canal 
across the 
isthmus.

They will add greatly to our strength

naval station, commands the passage 
between that island and Porto Rico, 
and the United States has only to 
establish naval stations on the coasts 
of Cuba and Porto Rico to command 
all the 
principal passages 
through 
the West Indies to the Caribbean sea 
and the proposed 
canal 
across the 
isthmus.

In his opening address to the m eet­ 
ing of the American Bar Association 
at Denver, President Edm und Wetmore 
of New York said: "It is a striking 
fact that while thirty states of the 
Union 
have adopted 
stringent a n ti­ 
trust laws w ithin the last eleven years, 
yet during the same period the am ount 
of capital and labor employed in the 
form of consolidated corporations, to 
which that nam e is usually given, has, 
in those very states, steadily and enor­ 
mously increased, which fact would 
seem to show th at w ithout trenching 
upon the rights guaranteed 
by 
the 
constitutions of all 
the 
states, the 
abolition of that form of em ployment 
of capital is beyond the reach of leg­ 
islative power.” 
It is indisputably true that, the tru st 
question presents one of the greatest 
legislative problems th at this country 
has ever been caled upon to solve. Yet 
its diffic ulties are not insurm ountable. 
They will be overcome just as soon as 
the evils of the trust reach and oppress 
th e people. 
It m ust be borne in mind 
th at the an ti-tru st agitation thus far 
has been 
based alm ost wholly upon 
the unnatural and dangerous power 
vested in big corporations, rather than 
in any abusive exercise of that power 
up to the present time. 
The vast gain secured 
by consoli­ 
dation 
and 
co-operation 
has 
been 
through the saving in the cost of pro­ 
duction, rath er than in the increased 
price of the retailed article. 
It is rea­ 
sonable th a t the people should demand 
equitable prices, yet they are slow to 
appreciate 
impositions 
th at 
do not 
come in the form of a largely increased 
cost on trust-m ade goods. 
W hen the necessity for tru st regu­ 
lation, or even prohibition, becomes 
urgently apparent to the people, there 
wdl he no doubt as to the result, even 
if it requires an am endm ent to the 
federal constitution. 
The failure of 
trust legislation thus far has been due 
to the lack of definite purpose and pop- 
ualr interest. 
Most of the enactm ents 
have been of a 
tentative character. 
The need of regulation is just now 
becoming apparent to the masses, and 
when this recognition 
assum es 
the 
form of a general dem and the govern­ 
m ent will have to find a wrcy.

In ids o p e n i n g address to the m eet­ 
ing of the A m erican Bar A ssociation 
a t Denver. President Edm und W etm ore 
of Now York said: “It is a strik ing 
fact that w hile thirty states of the 
Union 
have adopted 
stringent a n ti­ 
trust law s w ithin the last eleven years, 
yet during the sam e period the am ount 
of capital aud labor em ployed in the 
form of consolidated corporations, to 
which that nam e is usually given, has, 
in til use very states, steadily and enor­ 
m ously increased, w hich fact would 
seem to show* that w ithout trenching 
upon the rights 
guaranteed 
by 
the 
constitution s of 
all 
tho 
states, the 
abolition of that form of em ploym ent | 
of capital is beyond the reach of leg- i 
islative power." 
It is indisputably true that the trust j 
question presents one of the greatest 
legislative problems that this country 
has ever been caled upon to solve. Yet 
its difficulties are not insurmountable. 
They will be overcome just as soon as 
the evils of the trust reach and oppress 
the people. 
It must be borne in mind 
that tile anti-trust agitation thus far 
has been 
based almost wholly upon 
the unnatural and dangerous power 
vested in big corporations, rather than 
in any abusive exercise of that power 
up to the present time. 
The vast gain secured by consoli­ 
dation 
and 
co-operation 
has 
been 
through the saving in the cost of pro­ 
duction, rather than in the increased 
price of the retailed article. It is rea­ 
sonable that the people should demand 
equitable prices, yet they are slow to 
appreciate 
impositions 
that 
do not 
come in tho form of a largely increased 
cost on trust-made goods. 
When the necessity for trust regu­ 
lation, or even prohibition, becomes 
urgently apparent to the people, there 
wil be no doubt as to the result, even 
if it requires an amendment to the 
federal constitution. 
The failure of 
trust legislation thus far has been due 
to the lack of definite purpose and pop- 
ualr interest. Most of the enactments 
have been of a tentative character. 
The need of regulation is just now 
becoming apparent to the masses, and 
when this recognition 
assum es 
the 
form of a general dem and the govern­ 
ment will have to find a way. 
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Perhaps the funniest plank in the 
Democratic 
state 
platform 
is that 
which charges the national adminis­ 
tration with “obvious sympathy with 
England" in the Boer war.
